LIVELY SESSION 


Levy A Levy Threaten 
to 
Sue 
for 
Blanca (Tabued on Paving Con­ 
trast—Waterworks 
Questions 
Discussed at Length. 


The meeting of the council last 
evening was a very spirited one al­ 
though very little of a definite na­ 
ture was accomplished. 
The first thing brought up was the 
'long standing dispute between the 
city and Levy & Levy, the sub-con­ 
tractors who did most of the paving 
work for the Shelby Downard Co. 
These subcontractors are claiming 
about $500 for dirt moved 
to 
West 
Main street to make a fill. Mr. Levy 
appeared before 
the 
council 
and 
made a strong fig.it. threatening a 
suit if the claim w erj notpaid. 
The 
former council iiad tendered the con­ 
tractors $100 in final settlem ent of 
the claim, but they nad refused to 
accept it. After Tearing the case last 
evening, Alderman Timberlake moved 
to renew the offer of $100 and the 
motion was unanimously carried. Mr. 
Levy again threatened to sue the city 
I 
and the court may yet be called on 
to settle the trouble. The council Is 
of the opinion that the city really 
owes nothing, ac jp w ill not likely 
make any better offer than the one 
made last evening. As the contract 
was led to Shelby Downard Co. and 
the Levy® were not known in the con­ 
tract. with the City, it is just a little 
uncertain jus: where they come in.* 
Next came the vexed waterworks 
question. A letter from Goodwin & 
H arper to *D. T. Johnson, the con­ 
tractor, was read in which attention 
was cali d to a number of points in 
connection with rhe work which were 
alleged no: to be in keeping with the 
contrate with the city. Mr. Goodwin 
who had been over the line since the 
letter was written, however, was of 
the opinion that most of the things 


complained of had been corrected. 
He was subjected to a running fire 
of questions by Aldermen 
Ellison. 
Wymore. Ratliff and Ebey in regard 
to the work. In course of the ques­ 
tioning and answers it was develop­ 
ed that twenty-two angles of 22 de­ 
grees each will increase the friction 
to an extent that will make the whole 
pressure equal 
to a lift of some­ 
thing more than SO feet as against 
TO feet in a perfectly straight line. 
Mr. Goodwin was of the opinion that 
this would make little difference in 
the efficiency of the line, for as he 
pointed out, the system will not like­ 
ly be worked to its full capacity for 
at least two or three years after be­ 
ing installed. He did not see very 
much advantage 
’n 
crossing 
the 
creeks on piers instead of going un­ 
der thrill with the pipe, but was will­ 
ing to make that 
change 
in 
the 
plans where there would be any ad­ 
vantage in it. 
The principal objection to be found 
now, so Mr. Goodwin thought, is the 
slowness with which the work is be­ 
ing pushed. He doubted lf the work 
would be completed this year at the 
rate of speed now being made. 
Mr. 
Johnson, 
however, 
declared 
that he could complete it within six­ 
ty days. He is working a crew of 
about 75 men and has the worst part 
of the line completed. He said he 
had been badly hindered by the fail­ 
ure of the wood pipe to arrive, and 
that he had encountered much more 
rock than he had thought to find. 
With the rocky part of the line out 
of the way. he is of the opinion that 
work will be pushed in a satisfactory 
manner. He wanted to know what 
the council intended to do about al­ 
lowing an estimate on the work. This 
brought up another phase of it, some 
of the councilmen contending that 
nothing could be allowed until he 
had tested the pipe* already laid and 
which he cannot do very well with­ 
out considerable expense and delay 
until the remaining portion of the 
wood pipe is in place. He said that 
he has 7,000 feet of 12-inch pipe laid, 
over a mile of which has been caulk­ 
ed. 
In view of the fact that the law 
provides that the council of a town 
cannot dispose of more than $500 
worth of the city's property without 
submitting it to a vote of the people, 
it was decided to call a special elec­ 
tion in the near future to pass upon 
the sale of the four lots next to the 
city hall as contracted for sometime 
ago. The city originally paid $3,600 
for six lots. The city hall was built 
on two of these and the council con­ 
trade* to sell the remaining four for 
$4.OOO which is a very nice profit on 
the investment. 
The council adjourned about mid­ 
night to meet again tomorrow. 


AN ALLEGED

is not the only person involved, con­ 
stitute a brief summary of startling 
disclosures made by M. E. Trapp, of 
Guthrie, former state auditor of Ok­ 
lahoma, to the Oklahoman, over the

In this case three additional w ar­ 
rants were issued for $1,000 each, the 
totals of the claims being raised $1,- 
000 in each case, and the receipt for 
the w arrant altered so as to cover 
the three extra w arrants as well as 
the ones actually turned over. All 
wrere made payable to J. H. Connell, 
president of the college but they are 
practically payable to bearer, as they 
can be transferred without endorse­ 
ment land there would be no dif­ 
ficulty in disposing of them. These 
w arrants were apparently signed and 
executed in proper form, and 
the

holders will have a valid 
claim against the state. Nothing is 
known as to who is holding the war­ 
rants at the present time.
